Annual Report of the Council. 


Your Council in presenting their Report on the work of the 
Chamber for the past year has pleasure in announcing that inter- 
est in the Chacaber is well maintained, the Memoorship showing 
an increase in the year. 


The Annual General Meeting of Members was held at the 
Guilciucll on March 94h, 1921, the Mayor, Mr. A. C. Roper, 
presided.

A Special Meeting was held on October 13th when the question 
of Government Interference with Trade was discussed and the fol- 
lowing resolution moved by Mr. F. J. Tomnpsett and seconded by 
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Mr. E. Sawdye was passed:—‘‘That this Chamber strongly con- 
demns the policy of Government Interference with the industries 
and commerce of the Country, whether by Tariffs, Controls, 
Licenses, or Departmental Orders as being gravely detrimental to 
the General interests of the Nation, except as regards those vital 
industries which are considered by Parliament as being indispens- 
able to the Defence of the Empire.” This resolution was subse- 
quently moved by Mr. Tompsett at the quarterly meeting of the 
Association of British Chambers of Commerce and adopted with 
the omission of the word ‘‘Tariffs.’’ 


MEETINGS OF ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH CHAMBERS 
OF COMMERCE. 


Your Chamber was represented at the Annual Meeting of the 
Association by Mr. F. T. Depree, Mr, F. J. Tompsett and the 
Secretary. 


A large number of important matters were considered . The 
extravagant Expenditure of (Public Money, both by the Govern- 
ment and Municipal Bodies which was causing so much anxiety to 
the Commercial Community, was discussed and a resolution urging 
Parliament to take steps to reduce Public Expenditure was passed. 


A resolution was passed protesting against the increases in 
Postal Rates, to make good deficits on the Telegraph and Telephone 
Services, and urging that the efficiency of the Post Office should be 
improved. 


On the question of Trades Boards, a resolution was passed ex- 
pressing the opinion that the action of these Boards had been dis- 
astrous in creating Unemployment and in killing many valuable 
crafts. A protest was also made against the multiplication of 
Boards with the large increase in Officialism and expenditure. 


At Quarterly Meetings of the Association, which have been 
attended by the Chairman and Mr. F. J. Tompsett, the question of 
Unemployment was discussed, and the opinion was expressed that 
the problem could only be settled by reduction in cost of production 
and the development of overseas trade, and that among the chief 
causes of the present stagnation of industry, were the abnormal 
increases in cost of vroduction, especially in regard to coal and 
transport charges. Full co-operation between Capital and Labour 
were necessary to develop industry and ensure a full measure of 
Employment. 


The question of Railway Rates has been strongly taken up hv 
the Chambers of Clommerce, and arrangements made for the

Your Chamber has contributed towards the expenses of the 
Association in this matter. 


| The exemption of Co-operative Societies from Income Tax and 
Corporation ‘ax was considered, and in view of the extensive com- 
mercial and industrial operations now carried on by these bodies, 
the Government was urged to amend the law so as to render them 
hable to similar taxation to that borne by other trading concerns. 
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COMMERCIAL EDUCATION. 


The examinations in connection with the London Chamber of 
Commerce were held by kind permission of the Governors, at the 
Royal Albert Memorial College, in April and November. The num- 
ber of entries was 136 of whom 82 passed, 89 with distinction. 


TAXATION. 


At the beginning of the year the question of the imposition of a 
tax on Business Turnover was considered, and the opinion of your 
Council was that! no special tax should be placed on industry, but 
if such a course was inevitable, then it should be a tax on profits 
and not on Turnover. 


In the winding up of the Excess Profits Duty, special provisions 
have been made to meet the losses incurred through the drop in 
values of stocks held at the end of the last accounting period 
and although Chambers of Commerce have not obtained all the 
allowances to which they consider traders are entitled, some re- 
hef has been granted. 


RAILWAY MATTERS. 


The past year has seen the transfer of the Railways from 
Jovernment working to that of the Companies, and it is now 
hoped that there will be very considerable reductions in charges 
both for Passengers and Goods. In the revision of “classification’”’ 
grievances have arisen and your Council has drawn the attention 
of the Ministry of Transport to those which have been brought to 
their notice. As a Railway Committee has been appointed by 
vour Council, which, the representatives of the Great Western 
and London and South Western Railways have promised to meet, 
the Council will be glad to assist in settling any differences that 
may arise.

TRADES BOARDS. 


A discussion, under the auspices of the Chamber, took place 
at the Guildhall on the Operation of the Trades Boards, when 
iste F. J. Domney introduced the subject on behalf of the Em- 
ployers. 


An enquiry was afterwards made among the Members of the 
Chambers as to the effect on employment,and the replies received 
showed that a considerable number of workers, particularly the 
younger workers, who have to be paid according to age whether 
skilled or unskilled, had been thrown out of empoyment. Your 
Council trust as the result of the enquiry now being made by the 
Committee on the working of the Trades Boards, that many of 
the defects and difficulties in working will be overcome. 


CO-OPERATION WITH THE EXETER TRADERS 
ASSOCIATION. 


In order that the Chamber may further assist in advancing 
the Trade of the City and District your Council has decided to 
act in co-operation with the Exeter Traders’ Association which has 
been invited to appoint two of its Members to attend the Monthly 
Meeting of the Council of the Chamber and also to bring forward 
any matter for discussion. It is hoped that this arrangement will 
prove advantageous. 


OTHER MATTERS. 


Your Council consider that the cessation of a Sunday collec- 
tion of letters causes a great deal) of inconvenience in the district, 
and representations have been made to the Postmaster General and 
the Exeter Postmaster. It is hoped that the collection will 
shortly be reinstated. 


The Members of the Chamber were kindly invited by Messrs. 
Candy and Co., Limited, to visit their works at Heathfield. <A 
very interesting and enjoyable afternoon was spenti in inspecting 
the, works, witnessing the processes of manufacturing Pottery, 
Tiles, Pipes, etc., and afterwards at tea as the guests of the Com- 
pany; the conveyances were kindly provided by the Chairman of 
the Chamber. The best thanks of the Members are due to the 
Directors and to Mr. Jones the Manager of the works, who mace 
all the arrangements. 


Mr, F. J. Tompsett who representated the Chamber at the 
Toronto Meeting of the Congress of Chambers of Commerce of the 
British Empire has been elected on the Council of that body, 
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Your Council has, at| the request of the Exeter Local Em- 
ployment Committee, nominated certain ladies to serve on the 
Woman’s Panel of the Court of Referees. 


The proposal of the Government that the salaries of Members 
of Parliament should be paid free of Income Tax, and to grant 
them free first-class railway passes was considered by your Uoun- 
cli to be contrary to the principles of the Constitution, and a 
strong protest against the proposal was sent to the \President to 
this effect. 


The Annual Dinner was held at the Rougemont Hotel. Sir 
Arthur Shirley Benn, M.P., President of the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, attended and spoke on Commerciat 
matters generally.

Extract from ‘ The Times Trade Supplement” of Saturday, 
Fuly oth, 1920. 


“Despite all that may be said by captious critics in 
disparagement of the activities of business organisations, there 
can be no denial of the fact that only through representative 
associations can any effective influence be brought to bear upon 
the Government. It is the failure of so many important firms 
to take an active part in the work of their Local Chambers 
of Commerce and other business organisations that renders 
those bodies less effective than they might otherwise be. It is 
not, as some business men seem to imagine anything of which 
to be proud that they take no part in public work: it should 
rather be regarded as evidence of lack of public spirit and a 
mean desire to profit by the labours of others without shoulder- 
ing a share of the work. Let it never be forgotten that only 
because there are a number of able, public snirited men willing 
to devote much time and energy to matters in which their own 
personal interest is often slight, but which are of great public 
importance that anything is done on behalf on the community. 
We feel very strongly that just as combination in industry be- 
comes of increasing importance as time goes on, so it is 
extremely important that without further delay steps should be 
taken for the creation of a world wide organisation embracing 
all British commercial interest, no matter in what portion of 
the globe they may be. It is no exaggeration to say that the 
organisation of Britons abroad might well prove the salvaticn 
of the British Empire in its next hour of trial.”

Hon. Sir Henry Duke, past 
President of the Chamber, Major General Sir Edward May, 
K.C.B., C.M:G., The Dean of Exeter (Dr. Gamble), The Chair- 
man of the. Plymouth Chamber (Mr. H. Floyd) and the 
Chairman of the Newton Chamber (Mr. R. H. Jones). 


In conjunction with the Exeter Traders Association and 
the Exeter Trades and Labour Council a Special Meeting, at 
which the Mayor, Mr. P. F. Rowsell, presided, was held at the 
Guildhall on December 7th, 1922, when a very interesting 
Address was given by Sir Joseph Cook, High Commissioner of 
Australia, on ‘Our Imperial Estate and what we can do to 
develop it.’’

ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF 
COMMERCE. 


Your Chamber was rcpresented at the Annual Mecting of 
the Association of British Chambers of Commerce by Mr. P. Ff. 
Rowsell, Mr. F. J. Tompsett, and the Secretary. 


A large number of very important matters were discussed. 


The heavy burdens imposed on Industry due to Imperial 
and Local l'axation were viewed with alarm by the Association 
and in its opinion there could be no revival in Trade until 
substantial relief had been given. 


A resolution was passed expressing the opinion that 
Parliament should set up a responsible body to revise and check 
public expenditure im the future in view of the fact that large 
sums were voted by Paritament without adequate discussion. 
Drastic reductions in expenditure were necessary. Lite 
Association urged the abolition of the Corporation Profits Tax. 
a reduction of Incomme Tax and the strictest possible limitation 
of Municipal and other Expenditure. The Executive Council 
of the Association was urged to take whatever steps were 
necessary to create a public opinion in favour of a reduction 
of Expenditure and of Taxation. 


A resolution was passed urging an all round reduction in 
Railway Rates and Dock Charges, and as a result of the 
persistent agitation of the Association substantiai reductions 
have been made. 


The tcllowing resolution sent up by your Chamber was 
passed :—‘‘That this Association considers it of the greatest 
importance in the vital interests of the country that all Chambers 
of Commerce should make every possible effort at the next 
General Election to impress upon Candidates the supreme and 
primary necessity of concentrating promptly upon the urgent 
commercial problems which gravely threaten our very existence 
as a manufacturing and export Nation. 


Acting on the resolution the Association asked all the 
Chambers of Commerce te bring the matter before the Parlia- 
mentary Candidates at the General Election in November. 


_ At the Quarterly Meetings of the Association Mr. W. 
Townsend, Chairman of the Chamber, Mr. C. J. Ross and Mr. 
FP’. J. Tompsett have represented the Chamber.

Questions of National Expenditure and Taxation and the 
exemption of Co-Operative Societies from Taxation have been 
very fully discussed at these Meetings. It has been very 
strongly represented to the Government that the exemption of 
the huge amount of trading cf these Societies, in 192! 
324 millions, creates hardship on other Traders who have to 
make up the deficiency occasioned by the preference given by 
the legislature to Co-operative Tading. 


POSTAL MATTERS. 


The new pestal regulation whereby invoices and orders 
bearing halfpeny stamp had to be posted before 4 p.m. in order 
to be despatched the same day was considered by your Council 
to cause serious delay and inconvenience and a resolution was 
passed asking that the time might be extended. This was 
submitted to the Association and the Exeter, Swansea, Hull, 
Sheffield and Newport Chambers agreed in a joint resolution 
requesting the Post Master General to revert to pre-war practice 
by making arrangements to receive the class of correspondence 
referred up to an hour of the despatch of the evening mail. 


The reply of the Post Office Authorities not being 
considered satisfactory your Ccouncil put forward the following 
resolution for the October Meeting ot the Association :— 
“That whilst desirous for economics in the working of the Civil 
Service Departments yet this Association considers that the Post 
Office Authoritise should reguiate the working of their staff to 
meet the convenience and requirements of the General Public,”’ 
Mr. C. J. Ross moved this resolution at the Meeting of the 
Association when it was agreed to. 


The re-introduction of the Inland Sample Post has been 
pressed for by the Association on a rescluticn submitted by 
your Council. 


On the representation of the Chambers of Commerce the 
Sunday collection of letters has been reinstated. 


RAILWAY MATTERS. 


Chambers of Commerce affliated to the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce have been taking part in the 


Railway Rates Inquiry and have succeeded in obtaining 
reductions in the charges. 


Your Council made a contribution to the Association for 
the Chamber’s share of the expenses in connection with the 
Inquiry into the terms and conditicns of carriage before the 
Railway Rates Tribunal. 

Concessions have been obtained from the Railway 


Companies with regard to the qualifications for Traders Seasons 
Tickets. 


TRADES BOARDS. 


The Report of the Royal Commission cn the Trades Boards 
was considered by a Committee and at the Meeting of the 
Association of British Chambers of Commerce Mr. W. Townsend 
moved ‘‘That this Association generally approved of the 
recommendations set out in the Report of Lord Cave’s 
Commission and urges His Majesty’s Government to take the 
necessary legislative action as quickly as possible.’’ 


COMMERCIAL EDUCATION. 


The examinations in connection with the London Chamber 
of Commerce were held, by kind permission of the Governors, 
at the Royal Albert Memorial College in April and November. 
The number of entries was 109 of whom 72 passed, 45 with 
distinction. 


RATING OF MACHINERY. 


The Chambers of Commerce have brought forward a Bill 
in Parliament to deal with the unsatisfactcry positicn with 
regard to the Rating of Machinery. The Bill provides that 
the only Machinery to be rated shall be such as is fixed or 
attached tc the hereditaments and cannot be removed without 
removal of some part of the hereditament or is used in the 
hereditament for producing or transmitting motive power, or 
for heating, lighting or ventilating the hereditament. Should 
the Bill become Law the rating of Machinery in England will 
be the same as for Scotland, whcre, up to the present, the 
Manufacturers have had an advantage over their English 
Competitors. 


Two Committees have been set up in connection with the 
local rating Assessments. One to deal with the assessments 


on buildings with machinery and other on properties. The 
assessments made are so serious that it is advisable for ail 
owners and occupiers of premises to take steps to contest tne 
values placed on them by the Rating Authorities. 


OTHER MATTERS. 


A Conference of West of England Chambers was held at 
Bristol and was attended by Mr. F. J. Tompsett and the 
Secretary. 


The members of the Chamber were kindly invited by Messrs 
Reed and Smith, Lid., to visit their Paper Mulls at Silverton. 
The party was shown through the Mill and the various processes 
of paper making explained to them. Tea was afterwards 


provided by Mr. W. H. Reed and Mr. Arthur Reed. 


The President Sir Robert Newman with the Mavor (Mr. P. 
F. Rowsell), the Chairman, Mr. W. Townsend, and several 
other members of the Chamber were invited by the Postmaster 
to witness the new telegraphic apparatus installed at the Post 
Office.

Annual Report of the Council. 





Your Council begs to present the following Keport on the 
work of the Chamber for the year 1923. 


THE ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of Members was held at 
the Guildhall, on April 25th, 1923, the Mayor, Mr. P. F. Rowsell, 
presided. 


The Annual Accounts and Report were adopted, and the 
following Officers elected :—

P. F. Rowsell was elected a member of the Executive Council of 
the Association of British Chambers of Commerce. 


ASSOCIATION OF BRITISH 
CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


Your Chamber was represented at the Annual Meeting of the 
Association of British Chambers of Commerce by Mr. W. 
Townsend, Mr. A, C. Thomas. and the Secretary. 


On the question of Reparaticns a resolution was passed 
emphasising the necessity of settlement. Appreciation was ex- 
pressed at the funding of the debt to America, and the Government 
was urged to come to some settlement of the other Allied Debts 
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at the earliest possible moment, the uncertainty causing delay to 
the expansion of industry and commerce. 


On the question of Taxation, a resolution was passed assuring 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer of the support of the Association 
in effecting economies on National Expenditure. Resolutions 
were passed urging the abolition of the Corporation Profits Tax 
which was hampering the trade of the country, and the assessment 
of Co-operative Societies to Income Tax, 


The meeting approved the scheme agreed between the 
Railways and the Association for the setting up of Local Joint 
Conference of Railway Companies and Traders; also requested 
the Association to take action to secure further reductions in 
Railway Rates. Many other important matters were dealt with. 


At the Quarterly Meetings Mr. F. J. Tompsett, Mr. H.Wippell 
Gadd, and Mr. H, C. Rowe have represented the Chamber. 


At these meetings, among the subjects considered were the 
assessment of Real Property for Rating and Taxation purposes, 
and a resolution passed urging that the system of Rating and 
Taxing Real Property should be recast and one competent 
Authority should be set up for the assessment of Real Property 
on a fair and equitable basis. The Draft Rating and Valuation 
Bill has since been prepared and is being examined by the 
Association. 


RAILWAY AND CANAL. 


During the past year greater use has been made of the 
Canal ; there is some prospect of increasing both ingoing and out- 
going traffic. Enquiries have been received by the Chamber as 
to the charges and facilities available for the transport of Clay and 
Timber. ‘!he immediate need is the dredging and clearing of the 
Canal and the River so that boats may be able to reach the Quay 
or Basin without undue delay. Those members of the Chamber 
who are interested have appointed a small sub-committee with a 
view to the appointment of a Traffic Canvasser to collect outward 
cargoes for the boats coming in. A matter which is of importance 
in connection with this is the Kailway charges to the Basin. At 
the invitation of the Mayor, your Chairman, and other members of 
the Council, met Mr. G. L. Padmore, the Great Western Railway 
Company’s Traffic Manager, and put before him the necessity of 
reducing the charges on Road Stone sent to the Basin and to the 
Alphington Road Siding, and the Railway granted a small con- 
cession in this direction. Your Council is now pressing for the 
grouping of the Exeter Stations so that goods consigned to or from 
Alphington Road shall be charged the same rate as the other 
stations:

RAILWAYS ACT, 1921. 


Under the Railways Act, 1921, provision is made for the 
constitution of Panels representing ‘Traders and the Railways 
from which is to be drawn a Committee to deal with local matters 
of a general character affecting trade. 


Thanks to the efforts of Mr. A. C. Thomas, Exeter has been 
selected as the centre of the South Western Area comprising 
Devon, Cornwall, and parts of Derset and Somerset. A meeting 
of representatives of Trading Associations in the Area was held at 
the Guildhall, on 8th October, when an Executive Committee was 
appointed with Mr. Thomas as Chairman. The Railways having 
appointed their representatives, the Committee is now in a position 
to deal with Traders complaints. 


RATING ASSESSMENTS. 


A Special Meeting of Users of Machinery was called to con- 
sider the position arising through the inordinate increases made 
in the Rating Assessments of Premises with Machinery, and a 
Special Committee, with Sir James Owen as Chairman, was 
appointed to take steps to defend their interests, Arrangements 
were made with the Machinery Users Association to go into the 
matter, and in some cases the appeals will be carried to the 
Quarter Sessions. 


With regard to Shop Properties, a meeting was called, but it 
was not considered that collective action would be of much 
assistance. 


FOSTAL | MATTERS. 


Your Council made representations to the Postmaster for a 
Telegraph Office to serve the St. Sidwell’s District, and as a 
result the Blackboy Road Post Office is now available for 
telegraphic service. The Council are pleased to report that the 
time for posting under the printed paper regulations has been 
extended from 4-30 p.m. to 5-15 p.m. 


GOMMERGIALS® 2 DUGAGTIGINE 


The examinations in connection with the London Chamber of 
Commerce was held, by kind permission of the Governors, at the 
Royal Albert Memorial College, in April and November. The 
number of entries was 82, of whom 57 passed, 37 with distinction. 
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OTHER MATTERS. 


A request was made to the Southern Railway to arrange a 
ast train service between Exeter and Exmouth, and the desired 
improvement was made with the summer service. 


A resolution was passed protesting against the calling of an 
unnecessary number of persons as Jurymen, involving a serious 
loss of time, in many cases, for no useful purpose. 


The Trades Board Bill was considered by your Council, and 
was approved subject to a few minor amendments. 


The members of the Chamber were kindly invited by Messrs, 
Fox Bros. & Co. Ltd., to visit their Woollen Mills at Wellington. 
A very interesting tour through the works, under the guidance of 
the Heads of Departments, was much appreciated. Each party 
was shown every process in the manufacture of Messrs. Fox Bros. 
high-grade cloths, trom the time the wool enters the factory. The 
members afterwards motored to Wellington, where tea was pro- 
vided by the Chairman of the Chamber, Mr. E. S. Plummer.
